| Lorp Sranuey has a singularly good opportunity of repairing 


the-—errors, we will not say, but—mischances of this country 


in our relations with America during the late civil war. 
Considering the excited state of public opinion in both 


countries, the threats with which we were met, the spirit of 
defiance in which it was at one time popular to throw them 


| -back—in a word, the excessive difficulty of acting temperately 
jj and justly at all without being called cowards and urged to 
jj a0t like fools,—probably no great and difficult problem of 


statesmanship was ever treated with more firmness and 
dignity than the difficulty of the American civil war by Lord 
and his colleagues. But the natural effect of that 
temperate conduct was that the Ministry and still more the 
Minister who maintained it, soon became thoroughly hateful 
in America, and very. far from popular in England. The 
i could not endure the tone of calm, if not haughty, 
self-respect in which he declined to accede to their unreason- 
able, and to one at least of their reasonable, demands, though 
in this last. refusal also he was unfortunately but too com- 
ly supported, if not justified, at the time by the irritable 

\ state of public opinion in England. The English middle

had been far too angry with him for restraining and even 
rebuking their hasty and foolish sympathy with the South to 
be willing to strengthen his hands when it was possible ‘to:: 
make a concession that would have atoned for what was cer- 
tainly a great negligence in the past, and solved a great diffi- 
culty in the future. Lord Russell will always have the highest 
credit for his steering of the Foreign Office through a most 


| delicate and difficult crisis in our relations with America with 


prudence and dignity. But for that very reason he was obliged 
to leave to some statesman who had incurred less odium, 
the task, if it is to be accomplished at all, of so remedying 
the defects of our present Foreign Enlistment Act, and 
negotiating for the amendment of the American, as to 
prevent ihe mischief likely to arise in future from the 
escape of such vessels as the Alabama and Shenandoah 
from our ports during the war of other countries, and 
no less, of course, from the escape of similar vessels from 
American ports during any war in which this country might be 
engaged. No public man could hold a better position for 
effecting this great improvement in our law and in our foreign 
relations than Lord Stanley. He is now reaping the ad- 
vantage of his excessive reticence during the war. He 
entirely declined then to take a side on the question 
of the American struggle, and he comes therefore to the 
Foreign Office with a good blank “ record”’ as the Americans 
say, in which it is not easy for them to find any matter 
of complaint. Moreover, he is a Conservative, and the: Oon- 
servatives have for over thirty years had this great advantage 
with America that, being seldom in office, there were very few 
sore memories with which they were associated ; and being of 
course always quite willing to be held within reason, wiser 
and more agreeable than their opponents, they have more than 
once soothed the irritation which the Liberals had managed to 
excite. Oertainly the public opinion in America ‘is, with the 
usual ingratitude of public opinion, far more favourable to 
Lord Stanley than to Lord Russell. And the public opinion 
of England is now so much changed and quieted with regard 
to the Alabama claims, that it is quite possible for any 
Minister of moderate sagacity to offer the concession which 
Lord Russell refused,—the submission of the Alabama: and 
Shenandoah claims against England, as well as the other 
claims, both English and American, to authoritative revision, 
When the Times comes forward voluntarily to urge this 
course, we may feel sure that public opinion in England is 
ripe for it. Lord Russell always maintained that we. were 
only required by international law to apply honestly the pro- 
visions of our own Foreign Enlistment Act, and declined even 
to consider the question whether or not we had applied it 
honestly. On the other hand, it may certainly be urged with 
great reason, that if either our own Foreign Enlistment Act 
is so loose in its provisions, or ‘our administration of it, how- 
ever honest, is so careless, that we do not by its means 
succeed in preventing the sort of injury to another friendly 
nation which it was intended to prevent, we do not actually 
fulfil che obligation we have undertaken, and are liable. there- 
fore to be held responsible for the consequences. It is per< 
fectly true that the United States have repeatedly repudiated 
precisely similar claims on them made by Portugal, and re- 
peated through a long course of years. And this would be 
sufficient precedent for us if we veaily desire to find a prece- 
dent for refusal. But ought we to desire it? Is it not quite 
clearly the interest as well as duty of Great Britain to set a 
precedent in the opposite direction,—to increase the sense. of 
mutual obligation and responsibility between nation and | 
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nation, with a view to controlling the private sympathies of 
individual subjects with belligerents, instead of to diminish 
it? Should we not wish to render the policy of absolute 
neutrality more easy and less liable to suspicion? And 
above all, is it not of the first moment to England 
that if she should be obliged to go to war in the 
future, she should not find a fresh depot for the enemy, 
a new point of naval departure in every neutral port where a 
ship of war could be built and fitted out, all over the globe é 
What would be our safety if enterprising Maories, at war 
with England, might get the Datch to build them a gun- 
boat in Java, and prey upon the English commerce, or 
France and Russia-could find effective allies in the neutral 
ports of China, whence to worry our Indian commerce, or in 
the Danish island of St Thomas's as a point of departure for 
raids on the British West Indies? Ifa ship of war can be 
ordered, built, equipped, manned, and commissioned ina 
neutral port, as was the Alabama, and the neutral nation be 
not responsible for its escape, al] this might happen at 
any time to Great Britain, and we should have no reasonable 
-ground of complaint. 

It seems to us that the only basis on which our Govern- 
ment can propose to admit the Alabama claims and recognise 
our liability in respect of them, is one which would 
give some tangible safety for the future, and we cannot | 
see any such except the adoption of the principle 
proposed by the United States to the Paris Congress 
and unfortunately rejected, that all private property at sea 
should be respected and not liable to-seizure, except under 
the law of contraband or the attempt to break a blockade. 
Were such a principle generally admitted, it is evident that 
the use of such vessels as the Alabama would be at an end ; 
+} and though it does not follow that new and revolutionary 
powers would necessarily accept a principle so embarrassing 
to them, yet the gradual adhesion to it of the greater naval 
powers could not but exercise a great pressure even upon the 
new candidates for independence,—the more so as such 
cruises as those of the Alabama and Shenandoah really do 
nothing at all to shake the power of any nation, though they 
produce an immense amount of discomfort and private calamity. 
Had the United States agreed with us at the Congress of 
Paris in 1856 that all private property at sea should be held 
sacred, even Mr Jefferson Davis would have hesitated to restore 
the old and more savage régime simply for the sake of annoy- 
ing anenemy. It was remarkable enough how anxiously the 
Secessionists played for the good public opinion of Europe, 
which was to them of far more importance than a little prize- 
money. Even as to privateering, Mr Davis, though he 
menaced it, never, we helieve, put it in practice. His 
cruisers were all professedly commissioned by himself and 
under his authority. It seldom answers for a young candi- 
date for nationality to defy the public opinion of the world 
simply for the sake of a weapon of very doubtful utility. 
\| Had the rule of respecting all private property at sea been 
adopted at Paris, it is very doubtful indeed whether there 
would have been any Alabama case at all; and if there 
had, the annoyance created by the refusal of the Confe- 
derate States to adopt so reasonable and humane a principle 
would have strengthened indefinitely the hands of our execu- 
tive in their determination to withhold all aid from that one 
of the belligerents which had deliberately repudiated one + 
the best rules of civilised warfare. 


It may be that in addition to this rule of respecting all 
private property at sea,—except in the attempt to break a 
blockade,—a rule which is the natural corollary of the agree- 
ment to . respect neutral property in enemies’ bottoms 
and enemies’ property in neutral bottoms,—the Americans 
will wish us to strengthen our Foreign Enlistment Act in order 
to prevent arecurrence of the Alabama proceedings in the case 
of any Power that may decline to recognise the newrule. To 
this there would be no objection if any strengthening of the 
law can be pointed out that would really be eflicient. Of this 
we are not very sanguine. The American rule of taking a 
heavy bond from any shipowner whose ships seem intended for 
warlike purposes, forfeited in case of its misemployment, failed 
conspicuously in the case of Portugal, and failed in the 
Alabama case itself,—the ship having slipped away while still 
under such a bond to remain. The only ships, in fact, which we 
succeeded in detaining, the rams, we detained by a mere stretch 
of prerogative, and had to purchase afterwards. There does 
not seeza much resaonable chance of passing any veges: ns 
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Enlistment Act so strong that a little craft could not dodge 
it. But there can be no harm if the United States wish it, in 
adopting any additional precautions they like to propose. But 
for effectual remedy only one course is open,—the rule of 
respecting private property at sea. That rule once adopted 
by the two greatest naval powers of the earth, would 
soon become almost compulsory on the others, and would of 
course, so soon as it is universal, or so far as it is respected, 
put an end to the special use of Alabamas and Shenandoghs 
commissioned from a neutral port, and without any point 
d’appui or any orgapised navy in the home of the Power.com- 
missioning them. If this great concession to the neutral 
powers be made, we can well afford to pay with a good grace 
for depredations for which most probably we were not legally 
responsible, but which by the exercise m3 a little more care and 
providence we could certainly have prevented. 


MR BRIGHT ON IRELAND. 
Mr Bricur’s speech at Dublin, though rising at times to 
high oratorical power, will not do much to relieve the strong 
distrust felt by most politicians as to his capacity as a states 
man. His object was a perfectly legitimate one, to convines 
the Irish, and more especially the Irish Catholics, that a ] 
extension of the franchise would result in the election of » 
Parliament able to deal and willing to deal with the great 
Irish difficulties, the dominance’ of an alien chureh and the 
existence of a tenure not in harmony with the immovable 
prejudices or convictions of the people. We do not see that 
he succeeded. He scarcely attempted to explain why a 
reformed Parliament should be more likely to abolish the 
Establishment than the present one, and @ priori probability 
is by no means in his favour. ‘On the contrary, it is quite 
possible that a Parliament reinforeed by working men may 
exhibit more of that latent but powerful anti-catholic feeling 
which alone now sustains the Irish Establishment against-the 
dislike or scorn of all Liberal men. It is certainly not among 
workmen that the sympathy for Irishmen is strong, while every 
addition to the register of; greengrocers is so much strength 
added to the particular form of bigotry from which Ireland has |' 
suffered so much. The new Parliament certainly would not sanc- 
tion any attempt to endow the Catholic Church, and would we 
very greatly fear protest strongly against the most necessary 
of all immediate Irish Reforms, the conclusion of a reasonable 
and operative concordat ‘with the: Pope. It is not the aris 
tocracy, but the middle class, who oppose that most beneficial 
design, a design which, if the Pope is really going to Malta, 
would be comparatively easy of execution, and might produce 
incalculable results. That the new Parliament might. equalise 
all the sects is true, but so would the present one if. Irish- 
men had only pleaded their own claim, as Scotchmen would 
have pleaded theirs, namely, as a claim to a justice:which 
must and should be conceded. For years past no Liberal dias 
ever attempted to defend the Irish Establishment, and had 
Ireland been half as zealous for its abolition as she was for the 
prohibition of diseased cattle, its existence would by this time) 
have been forgotten. 

Upon the land question Mr Bright was more convincing, | 
but not we think very much more practical. It is no doubt 
possible, it may even be allowed to be trne, that a reformed 
Parliament will not feel quite'so much respect fer the English 
idea of landed property—a respect now amounting to a 
superstition—as the present one does, though be it remem: 
bered it was this Parliament which passed the Encumbered 
Estates Act, the largest improvement ever attempted in Irish 
tenures. Still there may be a greater readiness to move, but 
not surely in the direction which Mr Bright indicates. Mr 
Bright; with unusual distinctness and attention to detail, pro- 
poses that, “ we should appoint a Parliamentary Oommission| 
“ empowered to buy up the large estates in Ireland belonging | 
“to the English nobility, for the purpose of selling them om 
“proper terms to the occupiers of the farms and to the 
“tenantry of Ireland. Now, let me be fairly understood. I 
“ T am not proposing to take any of their property from them, 
“but I propose this—that a Parliamentary Commission should 
“be empowered to treat for the purchase of these large 
“ estates with a view of selling them out to the tenantry of 
“Treland. Here are some of them. The present Prime 
“ Minister, Lord Derby, the Marquis of Lansdowne, Lord 
“ Fitzwilliam, the Marquis of Hertford, the Marquis of Bath, | 
“the Duke of Bedford, the Duke of Devonshire, and oaangl 


“ others have — estates in Ireland. Many of them, Ij 
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“Gare say, are just as well-managed as any estates in the 
eountry ; but what you want is to restore to Ireland a mid- 
dle proprietary of the soil, and I venture to say that if these 
« pgtates could be purchased, and could be sold’ out farm by 
« farm tothe tenant occupier in Ireland, it would be infinitely 
better in‘a conservative sense than that they should belong 
“« tg great proprietors living out of the country.” That is to 
say be wishes the Exchequer to lend money to buy estates in 
blocks, and recoup itself by selling them insmall ones, quite 

a practicable operation, and we are bound to say not a revo- 
lutionary one, if as Mr Bright seems to intimate the sale is 
not to be compulsory, On the contrary, it is a conservative 
one, for it is based upon the old and sound principle that the 
State shall not take any man’s property even when it is needed 
for the benefit of the whole people without full compensation 
for his loss. But what we cannot perceive is the utility of 
ie an organisation. Supposing entail and settlement 
abolished, which “Mr Bright had previously proposed, 
it is quite open’ to Lord Derby and the Duke of 
ire to sell their estates in small farms, and 

the farmers could pay them just as well as they could 
pay'the Excl.equer, The only difference would be that Par- 
liament, as auctioneer, might be induced to grant a simple 
and indefeasible title ; but it could grant that now without all 
this machinery—could, if it pleased, make a field as saleable 
apa watch, as has been done in Bengal, and we believe in 
many States of America. If, indeed, Mr Bright intends to 
usecompuision, as many believe, though he distinctly repu- 
diated the charge, then Parliamentary agency would be 
required ; but surely he perceives the enormous objections 
which exist to any such scheme. Admitting that it would 
not amount to confiscationwhich is too great an admission, 
forthe land would not be’ transferred to the State or to the 
public but to individuals—it would. still introduce a principle 
absolutely foreign. to. that upon which society in great Britain 
hasbeen founded. If Lord Derby: is. to be compelled io 
}sell his Irish estates to his tenantry for their good, why 
should not a Scotch noble: be also compelled? It would 
nol; we think, be hard, to prove that the five gen- 
tlemen who own nearly a third cf Scotland—the Dukes of 
Sutherland, Argyll, Buccleuch, Atholl;| and the Earl of 
Breadalbane, are as injurious to Scotland as Lord Derby is. to 
|Ireland, and why not compel them to sell? Beeause they 
are. not absentees?. That absentee idea has no econo- 
mical foundation, and! if; it had, absenteeism is a ques- 
tion which Englishmen) cannot» and will not attempt. to 
| raise Of all human beihgs, Englishmen are the greatest 
absentees. There is not’a family of any means among us 
which is not: in some shape or: other deriving benefit from 
foreign property, from estates on the Continent, or in the 
colonies, or in India, from wine, or sugar, or indigo, or tea, or 
house-property in some division of our endless possessions. 
Are-we all to be stripped, and if not, why not? This journal 
|hasmever denied that land, being absolutely necessary toa 


IS: and absolutely limited in quantity, differs essentially 
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from:many other kinds of property. We are willing to allow 

that there are extreme cases, such as all Scotland falling 
| toone man, ia which the State might be justified, under the 
| supreme plea of national safety, in interfering with any: neces- 

saryextent of violence, but nothing short of such supreme 
plea could justify a confiscation applied only to a few indi- 
viduals out of:a great many notone whit more innocent or 
less injurious than themselves. 


But Mr Bright will say, Why should not the State, rejecting 
| all idea of compulsion, buy such estates as fall into the market, 
| and sell them in small lots? We reply simply by the question, 
| Why should it? The operation would either be a profitable 
one or not. If it would, a private association could do it just 
a8 well as the State ; does do it every day. Let the’ farmers 
||Combine, and buy estates to divide among themselves, as at 
! least a hundred house-building companies are doing in Eng- 

land now. If, on the other hand, the operation would not 

be profitable, then England and Scotland are to grant a heavy 
j bounty in order to set up in Ireland the peasant proprietor- 
ship, which in those countries themselves is considered inja- 
|Tlous. That is not statesmanship surely. No doubt the case of 
| Ireland 1s so far exceptional, that it may be wise to make 
laws there not made- here, and we should not our- 
| Selves ‘push the unity argument too far, but there must 
be a limit to localism, and the limit is passed when Par- 











| jament is asked to vote great sums out of taxes for the 
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bénefit of a particular class in a particular portion of the 
kingdom. If Mr Bright will bring in @ bill ‘making land in 
Ireland as saleable as a watch, Englishmen will consider it, 
and may pass it, and watch the result with exceeding interest. 
Or if he will devise some scheme of tenant right, under which 
the tenant shall compensate his landlord for the loss of his 
claim to evict at will, he will have a most attentive hearing’; 
but politicians must be practical, and it is of no use to  pro- 
pose in an English Parliament either the compulsory transfer 
of land from John to Thomas, or the grant of a bounty to 
Thomas to enable him to buy John’s land, or the needless in- 
terference of the State in a land bargain which Thomas and 
John are competent to settle in any lawyer's office. 








THE “LAW” OF DEMAND AND SUPPLY. 

Mr Tuornton’s imaginary case of the fish eseld by Dutch 
and English auction established, as we pointed out in our 
former notice of his essay, the two following points :—1, that 
the equalisation of demand and supply does not necessarily 
determine price; and 2, that price may be determined—+.c., 
may settle for atime at some given point—while demand and 
supply are not equal, and have no tendency to become s0. 
Mr Thornton puts many other cases in corroboration of the 
same conclusions, For example, a man has a horse to sell 
which he values at 50/: there may be several purchasers pre- 
pared to give that sum, but none disposed to exceed it; in 
such case the price at which the horse would sell is 50/, not- 
withstanding that the demand for horses at this price might 
be to any conceivable extent greater than the supply. Or, 
again, “a glover in a country town on the eve of an assize 
“ball, having only a dozen pair of white gloves in store, 
“ might possibly be able to get ten shillings a pair for them. 
“‘ He would be able to get this if twelve persons were willing 
“to pay that price rather than not go to the ball or go un- 
“ glaved. But he could not get more than this even though, 
“‘ while he was still higgling with his first batch of customers, 
“a second batch, equally numerous and neither more nor less 
“eager, should enter his shop and offer to pay the same but 
“ not a higher price. The demand for gloves, which had at 
“ first been just equal to the supply, would now be exactly 
«« doubled, yet the price would not rise above ten shillings a 
* pair.” : 

Such instances, which might easily be multiplied, establish 
beyond. controversy that there are conceivable con- 
ditions of the market in which Mr Mill’s doctrine of demand 
and supply would not hold good. This much at least will be 
admitted by every fair opponent. But it is contended that 
they establish no more than this; the instances being—so 
Mr Thornton’s critics maintain—of a purely exceptional kind. 
They show, it is said, ‘‘some inaccuracies in the ordinary 
* statement of the law,” while they leave untouched its sub- 
stantial truth. It is added that occasional failures are in the 
nature of economic laws, and that we should not therefore be 
surprised if we find evidence of this sort of imperfection in 
the law of demand and supply. 

The latter observation suggests.a question in the philosophy 
of political economy, which we would gladly follow up did 
our space permit it; but for the present it will perhaps be 
better to confine ourselves to the more precise allegation as to 
the exceptional nature of Mr Thornton's illustrations. To us 
it appears that not only is this charge not well founded, 
but that it may be justly retorted on the supporters of the 
received doctrine ;—that is to say, we think it may be shown 
that the cases in which Mr Mill’s doctrine would hold good, 
are such as rarely or never occur in real life; while Mr 
Thornton’s examples, purely hypothetical as they are, appear 
to us to represent pretty accurately the conditions of an 
ordinary market, and to be, as he maintains, fairly “typical 
“ of commercial transactions in general.” 

If the reader will turn to the passage in Mr Mill’s Political 
Economy, which we give below*, in which the doctrine of 


*“ Demand and supply, the quantity demanded and the quantity 
“ supplied, will be made equal. If unequal at any moment, competition 
“ equalises them, and the manner in which this is done is by an adjust- 
‘“‘ ment of the value. If the demand increases, the value rises; if the 
“ demand diminishes, the value falls; again, if the supply falls off, the 
“ value rises ; and falls if the supply is increased. The rise-or the fall 
“ continues until the demand and supply are again equal to one another : 
“ and the value which a commodity will bring in any market, is no other 
“ than the value which, in that market, gives a demand just sufficient to 
“ carry off the existing or expected supply.” (Vol. I, pp. 541-2, Fifth 
Edition.) 
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demand and supply is expounded, he will find that the two 
following assumptions underlie the reasoning :—1, that the 
supply of commodities is a supply without reserve; and 2, 
that the demand is also in a certain sense without reserve. 
For example, Mr Mill says “if the demand increases the 
value rises,” but the necessity for this entirely depends on 
the new demand being of such a kind that it will advance on 
the current price, whatever that price may be: short of this 
the demand might increase without producing the slightest 
tendency to a rise of value. Again, “if the supply 
“ diminishes, the value rises;” where we have a similar 
assumption as to the existing demand, viz., that some portion 
of it, large enough to absorb the reduced supply, possesses 
the character of indefinite intensity. And so of the other 
factor of the problem. “If the demand diminishes, the 
value falls;” ‘which requires for its truth the analogous 
supposition with regard to the holders of the commodity, viz., 
that they are prepared to sell at any sacrifice rather than 
withdraw their goods from market. Where both these con- 
ditions are fulfilled, where demand and supply are both 
without reserve, where purchasers, numerous enough to 
absorb the existing supply, and sellers are each determined 
at any cost the one to obtain, the other to dispose of, 
the commodity—goods will doubtless sell or tend to sell in 
conformity with the principle which Mr Mill lays down ; but 
surely it will not be pretended that cases satisfying these con- 
ditions are such as frequently occur ; or that a law regulating 
prices only when they are present, can be regarded as giving 
the solution of the phenomena presented by the ordinary 
fluctuations of the markets. 


“ With one notable exception,” says Mr Thornton, “ that 
“ of labour, commodities are almost never offered unreservedly 
“ for sale ; scarcely ever does a dealer allow his goods to go 

|“ for what they will immediately fetch—scarcely ever does he 
: “ agree to the price which would result. from the actual state 
* of supply and demand, or, in other words, to the price at 
“which he could immediately sell the whole of his stock. 
“ Imagine the situation of a merchant who could not afford to 
“ wait for customers, but was obliged to accept for a cargo 
“ of corn, or sugar, or sundries, the best offer he could get 
“from the customers who first presented themselves; or 
“ imagine a jeweller, or mercer, or draper, or grocer, obliged 
“to clear out his shop within twenty-four hours. 
“The nearest approach ever made to such a predica- 
“ment is that of a bankrupt’s creditors selling off their 
“ debtor's effects at a proverbially ‘tremendous sacrifice ;’ 
“and even they are, comparatively speaking, able to 
“take their time. But the behaviour of a dealer under 
“ ordinary pressure is quite different from that of a bank- 
“ rupt’s assignees.” And it is perhaps, still more obviously 
true, that neither is demand in actual commercial dealings of 
that indefinitely elastic character which is not less essential 
than the converse condition in regard to supply, to the truth 
of Mr Mill’s theory. 

Let us endeavour to present to ourselves the state of mind 
in which buyers and sellers enter an ordinary wholesale 
market,—we say wholesale market, as it is there that competi- 
tion comes most freely into play. The great majority of 
dealers have probably already formed some notion, more or 
less precise, of the price at which the commodity which is to 
be the subject of their bargaining ought to sell. This they 
take as their guide in their subsequent operations, allowing 
themselves, however, to be drawn from it in one direction or 
the other by what they find in the market. If the purchaser 
finds the demand greater than he expected, he will be pre- 

to advance a little upon his ideal standard; while 
the holder of the commodity, in the opposite condition of 
the case, will on his side be prepared to make some con- 
cession in % decline of price. In general, we imagine the 
limits within which either will feel inclined to move in a 
direction opposed to his interest as buyer or seller will not 
be very great, though cases will occasionably happen when 
the market itself will reveal conditions of which both 
were before in ignorance, and which may induce either 
to deviate widely from his original judgment. The point, 
however, on which we wish to insist is this, that under all 
cireumstances—whether the market prove such as dealers ex- 
pect to find it, or whether it discloses new circumstances 
which they had not before taken account of—as a general 
rule, the data on which all, whether purchasers or sellers, 
form thc.: opinion as to legitimate price—the price, we mean, 
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safe to trade—are pretty nearly the same. These data ang 
what they know of the state of consumptive demand on the 
one hand, and of the supplies coming forward or expected to | 
come forward on the other. At times, no doubt, it would |} 
happen that particular traders would be in possession of | 
special intelligence ; but this would be a comparatively rare 
occurrence, and the general rule would be, as we have said, 
that the great majority of dealers would form their opinions 
upon nearly identical grounds. Now, this being so, and con. 


sidering further that the object of their dealing is in general } 
the same—to obtain the current profit on their transactionges | 


we think it must be admitted as highly probable that ip 
ordinary cases the great majority would arrive at 
identical conclusions. Instead of the indefinite elasticity of 
demand on the one side, and the equally indefinite urgency to 
sell on the other, which Mr Mill’s theory assumes, we should 
have intending purchasers and sellers conducting their opera 
tions within very definite limits—limits which for the great 
majority on either side would not lie very widely apart. In other 
words, we are brought to this result, that, in ordinary markets, 
those conditions of mind amongst dealers which are the proxi. 
mate causes of price are in general extremely analogous to} 
those imagined by Mr Thornton in his hypothetical cases, | 
where in one instance, the seller of a horse fixes upon some] 
price for it which is also the highest that several intending} 
purchasers are prepared to pay; or where, in another, ai 
glover taking advantage of the demand created for gloves by | 
an assize ball, and trying to force up the prices of his goods to} 
the utmost point, finds the limit of the squeezability of his} 
customers occur about the same point. 


It seems to us, then, that Mr Thornton’s illustrations repre. | 
sent the rule; while any that would suit Mr Mill's theory | 
would represent the rare exception ; and we,.therefore, hold} 
that Mr Thornton’s argument does much more than his critic 
in the Saturday Review is disposed to concede to it. Mer 
Thornton not merely ‘points out some inaccuracies: in the 
“ ordinary statement of the law,” but, as it seems to us, 
proves that no “law” of demand and supply, in any sense 
which has yet been assigned to these words, exists;—that 
neither in fact, nor in tendency, do market prices conform to 
the rule which is commonly supposed to govern them, 

We will not undertake to say that it might not be possible, 
by framing new definitions of demand and supply, to save the 
received theory,—though we are unable just now to imagine 
any that would be quite equal to this feat. But supposing 
this were possible, unless it could be also shown that the 
modified doctrine really threw light on the phenomena, really 
gave us the principle which governed market prices, we hold 
that such a mode of meeting Mr Thornton’s arguments would 
be essentially unphilosophical. To illustrate our meaning, 
suppose “supply’’ were defined to mean “ the quantity ofa 
“ commodity offered unreservedly for sale,” it being agreed to 
consider all supply not so offered as non-existing, and suppose 
further (what is far from being true) that, thus qualified, the 
received doctrine were rendered susceptible of logical defence,— 
what would be the gain of this to economic science? Simply, 
we conceive, none at all. The doctrine (as we concede for 
the sake of illustration) would no longer be in conflict with 
facts, but it would be as far as ever from covering the facts, 
as far as ever from furnishing an explanation of market 
prices. Nay, we conceive it would be farther from this than 
if “supply” were understood in its ordinary sense, even 
though this should involve the vulnerability of the doctrine; 
for so long as this embraced as a condition affecting price 
the whole supply in the market, it would embrace that which 
is a veritable condition in the case—a true element im 
determining price: whereas by excluding supply in this 
sense it would exclude a veritable condition: the new 
form of the doctrine, therefore, though more defen 
sible, would be further than ever from expressing the law of 
the phenomena. What a theory of market prices ought to 
give us is a statement of the conditions which determine 
market prices; what such a theory would give us would be 
a proposition which it would be difficult to refute. The ends} 
of the science would be sacrificed to the credit of a doctrine, | 

And now, accepting as we do, Mr Thornton’s main position 
as proved, let us consider briefly the relation in which it stands 
to the body of economic doctrine as it is to be found in the best 
treatises—we will say in the volumes of Mr Mill. In our} 
opinion that position does not affect any doctrine of political |

economy that can be properly called fundamental. The laws 
of the production of wealth, for example, are obviously 
entirely untouched by a criticism of the doctrine of 
demand and supply. So (as we are sure Mr Thornton 
himself would allow) are the theories of rents and profits 
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as well as the general doctrines regarding taxation. It is 
not till we come to the theory of value that Mr Thornton’s 
§ jon impinges on existing views ; and even as regards 
rs theory of value, it is a portion of it only, and that 
not.the most important, that is challenged. For, it must be 
remembered, that all the phenomena of value which are 
not of a strictly temporary character—to give a few examples 
of our meaning, such phenomena as are presented by esta- 
plished differences of value in particular commodities existing 
in different times and countries, or by the steady fall which 
occurs with the progress of civilisation in the value of 
manufactured goods as contrasted with the rise in the 
yalue of raw products, or, again, by such permanent 
disturbances of price as are caused by increased produc- 
tin of the precious metals—all such cases of value 
(and they comprise the most important) are referred 
by the existing doctrines of political economy, not to 
demand and supply, but to the principle of cost—that 
|| principle no doubt acting through demand and supply. 
It is only in connection with “market values,’ as con'ra- 
distinguished from what Adam Smith calls ‘natural 
“yalues’’—with those changes of value which occur from day 
to day, and. from hour to hour,—that “demand and supply ”’ 
claims the place of a. “law” in modern political economy ; 
and what Mr Thornton has done is to show that to this place 
itisnot entitled. Not that Mr Thornton would eliminate these 
terms altogether from economic reasoning ; not that he would 
not allow that they may be usefully employed to assist our 
comprehension of the phenomenon of price ;—Mr Thornton's 
point, as we understand it, is not this, but that the modes 
and conditions under which demand and supply affect prices 
ate s0 numerous and complicated that they do not admit 
being brought into-a precise formula, but can only be set 
forth in a number of distinct’ propositions more or less un- 
connected. ‘‘ Supply and demand are commonly spoken of 
“as if they together formed some nicely-fitting, well-balanced, 
“self-adjusting machinery, whose component parts could 
“not alter their mutual relations, without evolving as 
“the product of every change, a price exactly corre- 
“ sponding with that particular change,” This is the view 
of the demand and supply which Mr Thornton combats, and 
combats, as it seems to us, with success. Rough generalisa- 
tions are perfectly allowable in economic as in other reason- 
ing, where more exact expressions cannot be obtained, or are 
not needed ; but to style every such rough generalisation a 
“law” does serious mischief ; it checks freedom of inquiry ; 
it brings upon the branch of inquiry, in connection with which 
this language is used, the discredit of advancing scientific pre- 
tensions which it cannot sustain ; and in general it encourages 
sciolism and cant. 


We must qualify our general concurrence with Mr Thornton 
by @single observation. He has apparently engaged in this 
investigation as preliminary to the discussion of the labour 
question ; and, as we gather from his concluding remarks, he 
conceives that his negative conclusions apply to that problem. 
We are far from saying that they are without bearing on it. 
But we are, for our part, disposed to regard the labour question 
as standing in some degree on grounds of its own. Mr Thornton 
has himself remarked that labour “forms a notable exception 
“to the rule, that commodities are almost never offered 
“unreservedly for sale.” We think he will find that the 
“demand for labour” forms equally an exéeption to the 
rule regulating other demand, in this circumstance, that it 
is in a certain intelligible sense a demand without reserve, 
since it is the means by which the desire for profit—an in- 
satiable desire—seeks to satisfy itself. It would carry us too 
farto pursue this speculation further here. We only suggest 
= consideration as one which, if followed up, might remove 

phenomenon of wages from the general scope of Mr 
Thornton's criticisms. In short, we are di to believe in 
@ law of demand and supply in the case of labour,—not, 
indeed, that “inexorable,” “immutable” principle indepen- 
dent of, and dominating the human will, which is the common 
notion of a law of demand and supply, but a tendency 
deducible from the known character of the human will, in con- 
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has already thrown so much new and useful light.

AUSTRIA, 

History presents no more striking contrast than that given us 
now in the same week, by. the entry of the Italians into 
Venice and the funeral progress of the Emperor of Austria 
round his curtailed dominions. Venice exults in having lost 
him; Prague mourns at having kept him. Any comments of 
ours at this moment must necessarily appear harsh, and there 
might be a reason for avoiding all comment on a prince who 
has lately lost so much, and has just run the risk of losing 
his life. But we cannot see that failure, adversity, danger, 
have taught Francis Joseph anything; indeed, he seems to 
us, from his present conduct, to have unlearnt under the pres- 
sure of evil fortune what he seemed to be: slowly learning | 
during a time of comparative good fortune. Had Count 
Bismarck left Austria to herself for some years, there might 
have been some chance of a reconciliation between the central 
Government and the scattered peoples. When the Emperor 
went to Pesth last year he was well received, he spoke well, 
and promised concessions. Nor was this anything sudden or 
unexpected. Ever since the Patent of February, 1861, men 
had watched. with interest for the final conversion of Austria 
into a constitutional State, and the resignation of Schmerling | 
was taken as a sign that this would no longer be delayed as 

regarded the chief constituent of the Empire. But things 

move very slowly in Austria when they are normal, and fast 

only when they are the result of caprice. We believe that 

whenever a change of policy is contemplated, and the minister 

with whom the old system is connected has to be displaced, 





oust the existing minister, and is afterwards to be identified 
with the new policy. To some extent this was done with 
Count. Mensdorff, who was supposed to have extruded 
Schmerling by the same lengthened process as was applied by 
Schmerling himself to Rechberg. But the present dismissal 
of Count Mensdorff and the appointment of Baron Beust 
show an utter abandonment of that traditional prudence. 
Count Mensdorff is dismissed because he predicted the cala- 
mities of the Bohemian campaign, just as Admiral Tegethoff 
is deprived of his command because he won the battle of 
Liesa. At the same time, the appointment of Baron Beust 
is a direct defiance to Prussia, and is not in itself so wise a 
step as to counterbalance such a folly, Baron Beust isan 
able writer of despatches, but he was cajoled by Count 
Bismarck, and it is a question if Austria wants a smail-State | 
statesman with a power of writing despatches so much asa 
man who could take a wide view of the difficulties of her 
position, and whose hands would not be tied ‘by prejudices or 
hatreds that he had formerly been powerless to gratify. 
Whether the memorial on the state of Austria which was 
drawn up by Baron Beust, and which is said to have found so 
much favour with the Emperor that he resolved to take the 
author into his service, is more hopeful than the predictions 
which lost Count Mensdorff the same favour, does not yet 
appear. If it be, the Emperor’s eyes must. have been blinded 
instead of being opened. He must surely have had enough of 
smooth things and deceits. He ought to have rated hi 
the courage which prompted Count Mensdorff, if not the insight 
which was afterwards sostrikinglyconfirmed. Butwhatevermay 
be the prospects held out by the new Austrian Minister, we doubt 
very much whether he is the man to realise them. Almost’ the 
only thing in his favour is his independence of Austrian tradi- 
tions. His Protestantism will be more against him with the; 
people than it will be in his favour with the enemies of ‘ the: 
Concordat. There is always indeed more chance for a 
sweeping reform than for a judicious one, if popular feelings 
can be excited ; and the abuses of the Concordat are so great 
that there might even ndw be a majority against it. Bat 
the Jesuits, who are flocking back into the Austrian territory 
as the only rock left uncovered by the deluge of liberalism, 
will use all their influence to keep off a change, and their 
best weapon will be a cry against the Protestant in office. 
Yet the Concordat is after all a much smaller burden on 
Austria than the great questions which have really impeded her 
The differences of race are still unsettled, nor has the: 
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the Empire. It.is true that the war has relieved Austria of the 
great incumbrance of a province which detested her, and thatthe 
enforced retirement from the Germanic Confederation gave 
her. an excuse for falling back on her Eastern dominions. 
She has no longer to keep down Venice, or to strive for power 
in Germany. But these would only be advantages if she 
knew how to use them. She has indeed finally retired from 
Venice, but will she avail herself of this release to make a 
bid for the affection of those Italian subjects whom she may 
hope to pacify? She may think her expulsion from Germany 
is temporary, and that the day of revenge will come. But if 
her secret efforts are directed towards this end, for which she 
may not labour openly, she cannot be taking the right steps 
for the union of her Various races, or move the seat of 
government to her centre while her heart is in her outposts. 
No doubt Baron Beust, who acted as the champion of the 
German Confederation, would be reluctant to take service in 
a State which looked forward to the gradual subordination of 
its German policy to the higher claims of its Eastern pro- 
vinces. Yet we can hardly think that the Baron is so well 
pleased with the condition in which he left Saxony as to con- 
template another hopeless struggle, or to connect his name 
with a fresh catastrophe. 

We showed a fortnight since that the impulse given to 
trade and manufactures by the introduction of free trade 
in Austria was very great, and in this respect Austria 
may still learn by the experience of Saxony. Baron 
Beust comes from a country with a surplus into a 
country with a deficit. This of course is something, 
but we fear the present wants of Austria are not to be sup- 
plied by material prosperity. The welfare of the State has 
now to be considered, and that is in jeopardy. As the old 
type of conservatism, Austria has gradually been losing 
strength and influence. One after another her provinces 
have been torn from her, and she has lost them with such bad 

that they have merely enriched her enemies. Yet 
neither the discontent of the provinces while she retained 
them, nor the loss of them, nor the consequences of the loss, 
have warned her that there was something radically wrong in 
her old system, or that the old system had ceased to have a 
meaning. The dismissal of Admiral Tegethoff, who won the 
battle of Lissa, and would not serve under an Archduke, is a 
return to those antiquated principles which contributed so 
powerfully to the Italian victories of the French at the end of 
last century. If he has learnt nothing more from the most 
astounding events of his life than to revert to the very 
blunders which prepared the way for those events, and which 
made it inevitable that they should occur during his life, we 
need hardly wonder at his receiving defeats with defiance and 
warning with punishment, at his alienating his friends and 
embittering his enemies, at his gratitude to failure, and his 
forgetfulness of merit.

| WINE DUTIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

| Sm,—A paragraph in your paper of the 27th ult., which approves 
| certain recommendations made by the French Imports and 
, Commission, and which has been quoted from your paper 
|| in other journals,, deserves as I think a word of explanation to 
i show what such suggestions really include. Will you allow me 
to say that although it appears at first glance unreasonable 

|| that the best French wines should pass through our Customs at 
|| the lowest import duty, whilst the coarser wines of Roussillon 
|| and the South of France are taxed at a higher rate, yet that so 
i long as the tax upon spirits is kept up you must fax these 
Spirited wines. I beg deferentially to hint that if, as you say, 
“ the alcoholic basis of taxation is an erroneous one and ought to 
set aside,” the Government having gone thus far with wine 
duties will be awkwardly placed as to spirits. Would it be 
| fair or statesmanlike to charge a duty of 10s 2d.a gallon on the 
{| POOF man’s gin (worth about 1s 6d without the duty) and to 
\' admit at a 1s duty wine heavily dosed with spirit up to 40 per

The Parliamentary returns show that the strongest 
natural Portuguese wine scarcely ever reaches the per centage 
of alcoholic spirit which is admitted through our Customs at ls a 
gallon, and for my part I can see no reason why spirited wines, 
which are obviously mere spurious drinks pandering to a vicious 
uncultivated taste, should be specially favoured by legislation. 
If we are to make a difference, as of course we are bound to do, 
between the tax on spirits and that on wine, let us properly 
define what each word means and proceed accordingly. 


Take, if you choose, the highest per centage of alcohol found 
in natural wine, and advocate in favour of all wines being 
admitted at one low rate beneath that standard; but upon the 
other hand, let spirited wines pay duty pro rata as on spirits ; 
you will thus do away with the delusion of Englishmen which 
you point to as being encovraged by the Customs duties— 
namely, ‘ that brandy, when purple in colour, is wine.” If the 
Customs were to admit, as you suggest, brandied wines at a 
general 1s a gallon duty, the consequence would soon be seen in 
the spirit duty. Surely, sir, we need not give enlarged premiums 
on adulteration. I conclude by re-echoing your words—‘* When 
will Englishmen learn that though in all wines there is some 
alcohol, as there is in cabbage and potatoes, yet the difference is 
great between wine and brandy. Brandy it is which they drink, 
nine times out of ten, when they take what they call wine........ 
Give the English people at a moderate price good wholesome 
wine, in place of the adulterated pr Het rubbish so-called 
which they have heretofore consumed.”—I have the honour to 
be, sir, your most obedient servant, James L, Denman.

Gold—The report of shipments of gold from Calcutta to England and 
a probable scarcity there, caused an advance in value, and the 
market has been almost cleared. The imports have been $290,000, 
and the exports, including those by the Northam on the 27th 
ultimo, and excluding those to leave by the Behar to-morrow, are 
$300,000. Silver—This has again begun to arrive from the North 
consequent upon the advanee in Mexicans. The amount received 
is $750,000, and that exported, exclusive of any shipments by the 
mail now departing, is $150,000. Dollar Currency—Amounts in 
wards total $670,000 and outwards $1,060,000; the difference is made 
up of the amount by last mail, the presently outgoing items being 
always in arrear. We imagine however that the principal shipments 
by to-morrow’s Europe steamer and also by the Calcutta’ direct boats 
will be of gold and silver bullion, and not chiefly of Mexicans as here- 
tofore.—Exchange—The steamers seem lately to have had all the trade 
in arranging the balance of commercial transactions, but a few purchases 
of rupees have manifested some return of confidence, and a much larger 
business might have been done but for the unwillingness of the banks 
to show the least anxiety to draw.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. . 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 


The supply of English wheat on sale at Marl: lane, to-day, was 
only moderate ; neverthele-s, the demand for all kinds was heavy, 
and to have forced sales, fully 1s per quarter less money must have 
been submitted to Ly the facters. Foreign wheats—the show of 
which was good—moved off slowly, at barely stationary prices.. 
Fine barley was scarce, and quite as dear as last week; Fut 
grinding and di-tilling sorts were inactive. Malt, oats, beans, 
peas, and flour ruled about stationary. The imports of foreign and 
colonial produce this week have been extensive—viz., 17,080. 
quarters of wheat, 13,490 barley, 43,550 oats, 4,560 sacks and 
760 barrels of flour. 

At Liverpool and Wakefield, this morning, most kinds of pro-- 
duce wes dull, and rather cheaper. 

There has been only a very lmited business transacted in the 
Liverpool cotton. market during the past week, the very dull 
state of trade in the manufacturing districts baving had a most 
depressing effect upon the market. The total sales of the week 
have amounted to 45,350 bales, of which the trade have taken 
36,150 bales, speculators and exporters 9,200 bales. The imports 
this week have been 19,710 bales, the sctual exports 20,906 bales, 
and to-day’s stock is «estimated at 665,160 baks.

Respecting the state of the New York money market during the 
week ending Oct. 19, the Commercial and Financial Chronicle of 
the 20th ult. observes: Tne money market has exhibited increased 
activity during the week. The demand for loans from speculative 
operators in stocks and gold has been quite active. The:tightness 
of the Western money markets has also had a tendency to drain 
off the surplus means centering in the baaks cf this city. The 
Western banks are begioning to economise their resources in anti- 
cipation cf a demand for money for moving the bog crop, which 
may be expected to set in soon after the opening of November;

Flour is held back, and current supplies are quite mode- 
rate. There were large purchases by speculators on Tuesday and | 
Wednesday. The trade has aiso supplied its wants liberally, and | 
an advance of 25c to 50c per barrel on our last quotations is esta- ; 
blished. We observe that New Orleans is distributing flour quite 
liberally to the coastwise markets. No accumulation of stocks is 
needed here preparatory to the close of navigation, for the rail- | 
roads are abundantly able to deliver sufticient for the wants of the | 
market. Wheat has arrived more freely, rather in excess of the | 
wants of the market, and prices declined early in the week, look- 
ing strongly toward shipping figure-, but speculation has caused | 
most of the arrivals to be sent to store, and extreme: prices rule | 
at the close. The receipts of wheat at Chicago last week (902,000) 
were the largest ever known in one week, yet prices have.ad- ;

Kingdom amounted for the week ending the 20th of October on 12,688 
miles, to 741,180/, and for. the corresponding week of last year, on 
12,482 miles, to 692,830/, showing an increase of 184 miles and of 
48,3502 The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted, in 
the aggregate, on 9,150 miles, to 623,350/, and for the corresponding 
week of 1865, on 9,034 miles, to 584,201, showing: an inorease of 116 
miles and of 39,1494.
